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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 8 November 2005 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States, 

3. Claims 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Matsui 5,997,022. 
Matsui discloses a rear wheel suspension system for a bicycle having, 

a frame 80; 

a pedal sleeve 104 attached to and rotatable relative to the frame about a rotational axis 
having a fixed location relative to the frame; 

a pedal assembly 23 secured and rotatable within the pedal sleeve; 
a trailing arm 60 fixed for rotation with the pedal sleeve; and 
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a shock absorbing element 86 wherein the trailing arm is biased towards a position 
relative to the frame by the shock absorbing element. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 12-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 1, 3-10, 15-19, 21-28 are allowed.
